A Dean at Sfr George Wllllami University claimed Tuesday 
that universities are i^etiig drav/n Into a type of partnership 
with the government as a result of the increasing application 
of the scientific method. •. 



Dr. S. Madras, Dean of the Fa- 
culty of Science at SGWU. spoke 
to a gatitcring of the St. James 
XHerary Society on "The Chang- 
ing University in a Changing 
- World." • . 

Dr. Madras pointed out that au- 
tomated industries are demanding 
more' highly-trained indivldvTals, 
both' for research and as advisora. 
He said the problems of mass ed- 
ucation are becoming too much 
for isolated \ individuals, to cope 
^^ith.. \ - 

• Tile Dc'an^fclt that the present 
,. day ' tHvivcrslty; has become in- 
crcasingly involved in the main- 
stream of social affairs. Qualifi- 
cations arc based less upon fi- 
nances than on tlic students' aca- 
dcniic ability in a movement to- 
ward "the fulfilment of -"the prim, 
ciplc of universal accessibility.'*' 

"30' years ago," Dr. Madras 
said, "the university was essen- 
tially 3 communily of scliolars, a 
place of seclusion, isolated from 
the everyday world of business; 
as well as from other universi- 
ties." 

He added that the university 
then served primarily as a finish- 
ing school for the rich. 

He went on tp bring up the 
problem of university acceptance 
limitations. 
" ''Although aa increasing num- 
ber of young people want to . go . 



to university each year, only 15% 
of this number actually do go to 
college in Canada." 

He offered as a solution in- 
creasing the number of both four- 
year and two-year colleges and 
universities. In British Columbia, 
the MacD,onald Report has sug- 
gested, a system of two-year col- 
leges after whlc]» the student has 
the option of continuing- on to 
university or not. ' 

Similarly, he noted -that the 
Parent Conimission has suggested 
a plan jTor'some 25 free- pre-uni- 
■ vcrsity .cchdols of a "poly-valenl" ' 
nature, offering both cultural and ' 
yotational training. . 

Dr._Madras supported the Bla- 
den Report in its suggestion that 
the responsibility for the univer- 
sity should lie with society. "The 
more society invests in the uni- 
versity, the more it will get in

Indignant Students stage bridge-in

A ruling of the Executive Committee of the UriJon prohibiting card playing in the building 
was openly challenged yesterday by students participating in the world's first "bridge-in". 



The protest began at 12 noon 
when 24 stalwart bridge players 
started six matches on the floor 
of the Union lounge. The num- 
ber of players steadily increased 
until at 1:30 pm 13 matches were 
in progress. 

The protest was organised by

A few bridge players comment- 
ed: "We each paid $700 tuition, 
part of which went towards "the 
construction of.. this building" 
and "what students choose to 
do with their time Is their"^own 
business". 

At about 1 pm, the- porter 
tnrncd off this, lights in the part 
of the lounge being used for the 



protest.- The reason given was 
that "card playing is^against the 
rules". :^^riie flights were turned 
back on''aVl:40 pm. 

A second year science st^• 
dent, Eric Kokish, reported that 
he was accosted while' playing 
bridge in the lounge by Marty 
Edclstein, Internal Vice-Presi- 
" dcnt of the Students' Society, 
and was told that he would be 
broughf before the SC for 
breaking the rules of the Union. 

Later Edclstein explained thai 
the~'Union Executive Committee 
was reluctant to allow stu^lents 
to . play cards because in. past 
people have played for money.

13 of 14 youth-led organisa* 
lions supported the motion to .

Speaking in support of the ,

Latuuche said that if McGill 
students support UGEQ's policy 
■ concerning" the strike they wiUa 
hâve tajsolld position from AvhicH? 
to base negotiations 'concerning" 
language in-UGEQ. 

He. admitted that UGEQ was 
not -"perfect" and said that Mc- 
Gill students should "work from 
the inside" to bring about chan- 
ges and make their opinion felt 
in framing future UGEQ policies. 

Latouche also outlined the 
(hree.major grievances of the La 
Grenade strikers. The first was 
the attitinfe of the employers 
towards the CNTU. The employ- 
ers had refused to negotiate with 
' the union for the first ..four 

months of the strike. 
' ' The second was the 'attitude 
of the company towards the em- 
ployees. Latouche said that most 
of tlic workers received only 
. eighty cents an hour, received 
no pay on legal holidays and 
sometimes could work only two 
.or three days a week. 
, lie cited the attitude of the 
company during negotiations as 
the third grievance. After they 
recognised the union .'they gave, 
up negotiations within three 
months. 

In response to n question, La- 
touche. said th.it the primary 
' purpose of tomorrow's demons- 
tration was to force the "company 
not to hire scabs. This .would 
give the union more bargaining 
.strength. 

He expressed the hope that the 
scabs would stop working on 
moral '■ grounds and said that 
force would not be used. 

.The strike does not violate any 
^ court injunction and is perfectly 
legal, Latouche said. 
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National Student Day is over; the 
Bladen Report has been received; 'and 
Canada's university presidents managed 
to avoid -the ^hole question of student 
aid by establishing a coininittee to study 
^ the problem. 

Any attempt to find meaning in the 
events of the past month relating to the 
financing -of higher education is frus- 
trated by . the lack of underlying prin- 
ciples which motivated the various 
groups involved. - 

Across the country on Oct. 27 stu- 
/ . dents rcfsponded — or failed to respond 
— to a soriiewhat misconce!v,ed Ca- 
nadian Union of Students' programme 
of "abolish the fees". The Bladen Com- 
. mission issued a - ^cpof t that said, in 
effect leave, things the way they are: • 

The Assoclalion of Universities and-' 
Colleges of Canada, meeting in Van- 
couver, endorsed recommendations that 
. would make -the -corporate universities,, 
■ strong, but'. stemmed a rising tide of^ 
rebellion over. student financing by set-v 
ting up a vaguely defined committee. ' - 

.-: . Throughout the whole fracas the 
fundamental questions, with a notable 
exception, were ignored. Who, for 'ex- 
ample, bothered .to examin; the pur- 

: • pose, and funcHon 'of .education in Can- 
ada? Who offered a critique of the 
exist^tng system and the financial oper- 
ations, which perpetuate it?. 

Except for a few strong statements 
by Richard Good, CUS ' vice-president, 
none of these questions were raised and 
as a result no meaningful changes have 
been made. _ • 

. .Attention became focused on the 
finances of higher education when Ed-_ 
ward .Sheffield started publishing a 
scries of enrolment projeclions, the 
latest of which predicted that by 1076-77 
Canada's universities would have 479,700 
students enrolled. In spite of increased 
government spendfrig, particularly on 
the' provincial level, _it became évident-' 
- by about 1961 that vastly increased sums • 
were needed. The universities began to 
lobby unsuccessfully with the Federal 

government, for the money. ' ■ 

> .1. 

Finally -the' Bladen Commission \yas- 
■ established to examine all matters re- 
lated to university and student financ- 
^' ing. .The Commission received submis- 
- slons from!^ all universities, faculty 
. groups, and an increasingly a\yarc stu- 
, dent community. The latter was re- 
presented primarily by CUS in a brief 
written by Bob Rabinovitch, a graduate , 
student of economics.

On the 'basis, of Rabinovitch's argu 
mcnts, the 1'B65 CUS cortgrcss adopted 
a policy supporting the abolition ot 
tuition fees as the first step in equaliz- 
ing educational opportunity. Although 
this programme was adopted in th; 
namc . of social Justice, .the arguments 
used' to justify- it were primarily econ- 
omic- in nature, as' wbre thosf. in the 
CUS brief. At the -end o/. the congress 



the idea .of the Oct. 27 National Student ^ 
> Day was approved and the 'student 
councillors returned to their largely 
unconvinced campuses. . 

On Oct. 6 the~Bladen Tleport was. 
released, rei:pmmending in.creased 
spending for- university operating and ' 
capital costs,. but. advocating the reten- 
tion of tuition fees.-CUS publicly label- 
■ led the report a "status quo report" 
because it did not advocate abolition of 
fees and student councils across the 
country began debating National Stu- 
dent Day programmes. ■ 

■N 

But on campus after campus the 
vision of a natiori-wide manifestation of ' 
student concern began to fade as cdun- / 
cil . watered doWn local programmes 
and, in many- cases,' rejected the abo- 
, litlon of fees policy. As National Slu- 
"'dcnt Dayrand the AUCC meeting in 
Vancouver approached^ it became clear 
that Canadian students were not going 
to rise In a body, denounce' Blsdehî and 
•their university presidents and- force thè 
country to face the problem of student 
financing. 

Ilie most dramatic student action oo- 
. currcd at the University of British Co- 
lumbia. In early October the student- 
council rejected a plan- of a special com- 
mittee to stage a march of concern to 
the Bayshore Inn where the AUCC was 
to meet. Immediately an ad hoc com- 
mittee — the .March of Concern Com- 
mittee ranging from comtnunist to con- 
servative in political affiliation — was 
formed. The MCC forced the council to 
hold a referendum on the propdsed 
march, which was supported by two- 
thirds of the 5,000 students who vote*. 

On Oct. 27 more than 3,000 students 
marched two miles through the rain 
and confronted the AUCC in the person - 
of its president, Dr. J. A. Çorry. The 
latter made a few innocuous remarks 
about believing in the ideals expressed ■\' 
by the students,- who responded by ask- 
ing when action would be taken. A 
small delegation met with thé AUCC 
.directors, and the students. 

During .the next two days it became 
evident tb observers that a split was 
developing within -the AUCC over the 
issue of student financing. The student 

-^aid Minmission was unable to reach 
agreement as views ranged from those 
expressed by persons who wanted to 
retain fee levels to one proposal for a - 
resolution on student salaries. The. final 
plenary on Friday opcned-in an electric 
atmosphere with everyone wondering . 

- whether the issue would be brought 
: into the open. '"' ",' 

When the student bid resolution - 
came up Dr. Cprry , rose to speak and" 
there was an audible {-'isp . when the 
delegates realized w^at he was saying. 
He admitted, that he had delivered a 
scries of platitude^ 'two days previous, 
when he spoke to the marchers and said 
.he' had been terrified that he woiild 
have to answer their question? because - 
he would have been -forced to deliver - 
the AUCC line. " . - 

Dr. Corry cohtiiiued to talk about ' 

the seriousness of the students, which ' 
he said he would never forget, and 
ended by urging that the whole matter . 
of .student aid be referred to a com- 
mittee for further study. The delegates ' 
relaxed and hastily, passed the résolu 
tlon. Once again Canada's university prc- 
.sidenls avoided the necessity of con- 
fronting an issue head-on and resolving " 
it openly and honestly. . 

In attempting to evaluate the recent 
and présent situation it is valuable to ~ < 
begin with a look at the Bladen RepoH, 



for. it contains, -in one neat; package, 
many of the assumptions and vie.ws basic 
to the problems of educational financ- 
ing. . ; ■ ■ - - 

The report was labelled "status quo" 
by CUS, which is a fairly accurate, 
although not penetrating observation. 
The internal logic of the commission's 
arguments on fees and student financ- 
ing reveals some of the report's weak- 
nesses. Bladen bases his financial pro- 
jections on the Sheffield figures and 
urges that these projected enrollments 
,be taken as desired goals, lie argues 
against eliminating tuition fees or vastlj/ 
'increasing student aid because it would 
add too much Jo the bill, which might 
have the consequence of creating a re- 
action that in the end would mean not 
enough money would be provided' — an 
"ask for less and you'll get what you 
want"-rationale. 



CUS SIMIURLY NEGLECTED TO RAISE 
THESE FUNDAMENTAL QUESTIONS 
AND FELL INTO THE TRAP OF TRYING 
TO JUSTIFY ITS POLICY OF ABOLISH- 
ING TUITION FEES WITH AN ECON- 
OMIC ARGUMENT, SPICED WITH 
WELL-INTENTIONED STATEMENTS 
ABOUT SOCIAL JUSTICE AND EQUAL- 
IZATION OF OPPORTUNITY. 



^ But examination of the Sheffield re- 
port- reveals the following statement:' 
"We "have 'taken no account of the pos- 
slbility . that ... vastly increased provi- 
'sion may be made for financial aid to 
students." In other words, Sheffield's^ 
projections were based 'on a/nialntai-^ 
nencc of the status .quo and Bladen, in 
accepting the. projections as a goal, -ac- 
cepted the. status quo as his goal. 

This recommendation bccomcsT'un- 
derslandable when one examines some 
of. the assumptions concerning the 
nature of education usually implicit ' 

— upon which the report is based. - 

In one place the Gordon Commission 
on Canada's Economic Prospects is en- 
. thusiaslically quoted : "Through the pre- 
scrvation'of our heritage they (Canadian 
universities) maintain our way of life..." 
-Later the U.S. National Defence Educa- 
tion Act is invoked': "The Congress here- 
by finds and declares that the security 
of the nation requires the fullest devel'— 
opment of the mental resources and tech- 
nical skills of its young men and wo- 
men." To which 'the Commission adds: s 
"Canadians identify themselves with 
'hese aims arid share them enthusiastic- ~ 
.lly." 

Another facet emerges from the eco- 
■lomic Justification for education which, . 
in spitJ'^S/ the disclaimers, is the only 

: fully deyelopcd.argument upon which the 
report. is," based;* The problem with the 
economic" argument is that it inevitably 
ends treating persons as objects or pro- 
ductive instruments and, ultimately, to 

-base educational policies on market de- 
mands for trained technicians. These de- 
mands are. determijied^y existing social, 
economic and polijlcal institutions — the ' 
cstablish'ed institutions and are gear- 
ed to keeping the machinery of~those - 
institutions operative — not to creating 
forces for fundamental change in the 
purpose or function of those institutions. 
In a number of places and ways the re- _ 
port upholds this establishment view of 
education. 

Education, as seen by the commis- 
sion, is to keeplhings the way they are 

— to maintain our way of life anO build 



up "our side" In the cold war, not to 
challenge our way of life or seek a way 
out of the absurd international dilemma; 
and it is to feed- trained technicians into - 
the establishment, not allow studenls'-^to' 
develop their potentials and contributo 
-to society as free individuals. They're- 
• .port's recommendations were designed 
to bolster this kind of education. 

The commission also tended. to sepa- 
rate, the quantitative and qualitative 
questions about education. Without ques- 
tioning the present qualitative aspects, 
. it argued that If the present qualilx. is 
to be maintained, increased enrolments 
must be carefully handled. But this ar- 
gument misses the point entirely. 

For some reason the commission nc-" 
glccled to quote the Dominion Bureau of . 
Statistics figures which show tHab|inj^4 
1061-62 about 60 per cent of CariaHa'f^^^ 
students came from the 21.8 per cent of 
families with incomes of $5,000 or more 
a year. So, while education is qualitative- 
- ly scared toward the maintenence of es- 
tablished inslitution.s, it .Is. quantitative- 
ly restricted to those economically <Vs- 
tablished families; who can afford to fi- 
nance their children in university. 

The delegates to the AUCC meeting 
were also concerned with the .quantity- 
quality problem, but for different reasons 
many of them developed a eoneern^for 
student aid that threatened the usual 
surface unanimity of the organiiation. , 
^ Judging by the remarks made during the 
- meeting, some deleg'atcs "developed a 
genuine concern for the financial situa- 
tion of students. But others appeared to 
be moved more by fear of "the UBC 
marchers and a desire to avoid, conflict 
with an increasingly aroused and aware 
student community. Few appeared to un- 
destand the basic questions of the func- 
_.;-: tion and purpose of education or be 
■prepared :|o re-examine these ques- 
tions. I-. 

Similarly, CUS neglected to raise, 
these fundamental quesUon's and '■fell ' 
into the tl-ap of trying to justify 'its 
policy of abolition of tuition fcès with ' 
an economic argument, spiced with 
well-intentioned statements about social. 
Justice arid eqii.nlization of opportunity. 

But this- argument left the~commis- 
sion and the AUCC open to arguments 
which "agreed with the Ideals" but- 
insisted on "being practical and reaK \ 
.. islic". CUS was unable to answer .the' 
quantity-quality challenge. " ^ 

However, a significant move was 
made by Good in -some speeches in 
Vancouver when he tended tb treat the 
fees .question as a mechanical device 
. for equalizing opportunity and began to 
talk about existing educational institu- 
tions being establishment oriented and 
urging tliat this be'changed,, beginning 
with a reform of student financing. -,
